[Flour Mill is Formally 
Opened Monday Last 
Large Crowd Attended 


On Monday afternoon at 2 p. m., the new 
Gleichen Flour Mill was formally opened by Mayor 
Yates, before a large crowd of interested spectators 
when he pulled the switch that turned on the power 


which immediately set all 


the machinery in motion. 


This marked the beginning of an industry that is 
hoped will mean much to farmers in this vicinity. 
This mill should also be of much benefit to the town. 


The mill will be in charge of Mr. J. R. Henderson 


a miller of many years experience. 
Before pulling the switch the Mayor, W. 

Sutermeister and N. T. Purcell addressed the crowd 

of people who had gathered in the mill for the official 


opening. 


Mayor Yates in his opening remarks 
spoke of the wonderful asset the new 
fiour mill would be to the town and 
surrounding district. The farmers 
would now be able to have their grain 
made into flour and other products 
right in Gleichen instead of being ob- 
liged to haul it to much more distant 
points. By doing this they would 
receive a more attractive price for 
their labor than by shipping their 
grain to terminal elevators. 


Mr. Robertson and Mr, Lindquist 
had came to Gleichen and selectea 
this. district to erect their mill al- 
though they had been offered very 
attractive inducements to locate in 
several other towns in the Province. 


They had invested a large sum in 
the erection of the mill and without 
asking any special concessions or re- 
quest for anyone to buy stock in their 
company, and for this reason, if for 
no, other they should receive the 
hearty support of every one in the 
cistrict, 

They come to our district with the 
reputation of honest and fair deal- 
ing and we are very fortunate as a 
town and district of having men of 
their type become citizens here, 

The mill is of the most modern type 
of a 75 barrel capacity, and the lat- 
est improvements in machinery. 


Mr. Henderson the miller in charge 
is a man of over 80 years experience 
in the milling business and this fact 
should assure that the flour and other 
products of the new mill would com- 
pare favorably with any turned out 
by the larger mills of the province. 

The Mayor asked that the farmers 
and townspeople support the mill by 
using their flour in their homes and 
bringing their grain here to be ground 
bringing their grain here to be ground 
and also to make known in every pos- 
sible way the fact that in Gleichen we 
have a flour mill where the farmers 
will receive fair treatment and a flour 
which would be equal, it not better 
than that turned out by similar mills 
in the country. 

Mr. Sutermeister president of the 
Board of Trade was the next speaker 
and delivered a very short address. He 
said the flour mill was one of the am- 
bitions of the Board of Trade and 
had exceeded all expectations in size, 
investment, etc, He congratulated 
Mr. Robertson on his enterprise in 
erecting such a fine mill in Gleichen. 

Mr, Purcell president of the Gleichen 
Chamber of Commerce followed. He 
said official opening were few in Glei- 
chen and now that the people have 
started official openings they could 
not stop, referring to the opening of 
the irrigation project in June of last 
‘year and wished to congratulate Mr. 
Robertson on his enterprise, For the 
last 25 years there was talk of start 
ing up industries here, but nothing 
ever came of it. The Gleichen Flour 
Mill was the first concrete example of 
an enterprise getting started. Mr, 
Robertson had came to town inter- 
viewed the town council, and laid his 
plans before them and almost before 
the public was aware of the fact the 
firet sad, had been turned end the 


mill in town built. The mill was 
equipped with the latest in milling 
machinery. The owners had engaged 
men of good milling experience with 
Mr, J. R. Henderson in charge and 
were prepared to give utmost in ser- 
vice and satisfaction to farmers with- 
in wide radius of Gleichen. 

On behalf of the Chamber of Com- 
merce he spoke of the spirit of sup- 
port and co-operation to ensure suc- 
cess of undertaking, and on behalf of 
thebusiness people of Town to as- 
sure Mr. Robertson and his asgociates 
loyal support in sale and distribution 
of products to be manufaetured. 

After extending the thanks of the 
people of the town and district to 
Messrs Robertson and Linquist for 
their having erected the mill here 
Mayor Yates then threw open the elec- 
trio switch which startd the machin- 
ery in operation. 

The new flour mill just completed 
in Gleichen is really a ery fine 
structure and is certainly a credit to 
the town. It is located about a block 
from the main highway and looms up 
prominently as one approaches the 
town from the north. The building 
is two stories and cupola on a full 
concrete basement 28’x44’ with a 14’x 
42’ driveway at one end and 14’x24’ 
office building and heating plant about 
85 feet away. ll these buildings 
are covered with galvaniged metal sid- 
ing and shingles. 

The frame work of the mill biulding 
is very substantial, being constructed 
of coast fir and the machinery is the 
best Nordyke and Marmon and is sold 
and serviced by Messrs. Kipp Kelly 
Limited of Winnipeg. There are 
four stand of rolls with a grinding 
capacity of 75 barrels per day, and 
the cleaning machinery, the scourers, 
the sifters and the purifiers are suf- 
ficiently lage to permit of another 
stand of rolls being put in which 
would increase the capacity to 100 
barrels per day. The bleaching 
system is known as the Novidel and 
is most effective. 

The mill is heated throughout by 
steam which is also used in temper- 
ing the wheat and heating it to the 
proper temperature before it goes to 
the rolls. The boiler that supplies 
the steam is located in the concrete 
basement of the office building a short 
distance away, and the pipes con- 
necting it with the mill are under- 
ground level, They are so arranged 
that the condensation from the rad- 
fators is returned to the boiler as hot 
water, making the cost of heating 
comparatively small. The installa- 
tion was made by Mr. L. Michael the 
local plumber. 

The driveway is eqquipped with a 
air dump, the latest products of the 
Vulcan Iron Works. The plant is 
lighted and operated by electric pow- 
er supplied by the Calgary power 
Company.

Quebec Beckons Winter Sports’ Devotees 
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Marconi's Great Achievement 


Millions of the earth's inhabitants sat in homes, offices, hotels, clubs,’ in 
Pailmay trains and on ships, on December 12 last, and enjoyed one of the 
most marvellous demonstrations yet known in an age of marvels. People| 
of many races, black, white and yellow, speaking a veritable babel of 
languages, and of many creeds were, for the time being, brought together 
@s one great family to enjoy an entertainmnet to which fifteen nations 
contributed and in which all partic!pated. 

The event was a world-wide radio hook-up to commemorate an achieve- 
ment of thirty years ago which has revolutionized methods of communication, | 
transformed social conditions, altered our forms of entertainment and in- | 
struction, and been the means of saving countless numbers of lives. | 

Thirty years ago, (December 12, 1901), at noon, a young man of vision, | 
imbued with the enthusiasm and confidence of youth, sat in ah old shack | 
on Signal Hill, Newfoundland, and waited patiently for something to happen; 
something which, to the knowledge of man, had never before occurred. He | 
was Marconi awaiting to convince an incredulous world that it was possible | 
to send a signal across the Atlantic Ocean by wireless telegraph. Marconi 
and two assistants waited. until in the earphones they heard at the appointed 
minute the “click, click, click,” the three dots of the letter ‘S” in the Morse) 
Code, which had heen the signal agreed upon to be sent from Poldhu, 
Cornwall, England. 

From that historic moment to December 12, 1931, the world had been 
constantly growing smaller,-—time and space were eliminated. The pressing | 


of a key eighteen hundred miles away had been heard in the merest fraction | 
of a second. In the thirty years which have passed, vast strides have been | 
made in world communication, but no wireless message has crossed the | 
Atlantic any faster than that first one of Marconi. 

Today we sit in our homes before ornate radio sets and by the simple | 
turning of a dial shift ourselves from the music and speech of New York 
to that of San Francisco; from Ottawa to Vancouver; from Edmonton to 
Mexico, or, as on December 12 last, we listened to speech and music from | 
London, England, then Brussels, then Paris, Berlin, Rome, Warsaw, New| 
York, Washington, Ottawa, Japan, Hawaii, Venezuela, Brazil, the Argentine. | 
We heard a message being transmitted from New York to San Francisco, | 
from whence it was sent to Java, thence to Amsterdam, and we heard it) 
being received back in New York after circling the globe in one minute and | 
47 seconds. We heard English, French, German, Italian, Spanish, Japanese | 
and other languages spoken. 

All because Marconi’s great experiment of December 12, 1901, succeeded. | 
The world was astounded then; it marvels still. Following that first signal | 
came the development of wireless telegraphy, then wireless telephony was | 
made possible by the invention of the vacuum tube, and now television is just 
@round the corner. The vacuum tube led to the discovery of the photo- | 
electric cell, that marvellous sensitive little tube which made talking pictures | 
possible, which opens and closes doors, counts vehicles on the highways, and} 
does many other most astonishing things. 

Airplanes are guided by wireless as they wing their way through space; 
the wireless “SOS” call brings help to stricken ships; the radio summons) 
medical or other assistance into the far frozen north; His Majesty the King 
addresses his people in every portion of his far-flung Dominions; church | 
services and the finest of the world’s music and other forms of entertain- | 
ment are carried into the most isolated apd humble home. 

But as one listened on December 12 last, to the nations talking to and | 
entertaining each other, switching from one continent to another almost, 
quicker than the mind can think, the conviction grew that, great as all 
these achievements are, something even greater and grander must inevitably | 
result from Marconi’s amazing experiment. Will not this annihilation of | 
time and space, this breaking down of barriers to communication between | 
peoples and nations, this development of a common means of expression 
between peoples, also lead to the breaking down of old suspicions, prejudices 
and jealousies? Shall we not learn to discard the old, mis-used word 
“foreigner” and, instead, come to regard those who live under other flags, 
who speak languages other than our own, and who worship at altars some- | 
what different from those at which we may worship, as neighbours, friends, 
and brothers? | 

In honoring Marconi for his great achievement, may we not also hope 
that over and above all the material benefits he thus conferred upon us, he 
has been an effective instrument in the hands of an all-wise Providence in| 
promoting the brotherhood of man and the federation of the world?

Nobel Award Goes To Janc Addams 
and Dr. Nicholas Butter 

The Nobel Peace Prize for 1931 was 
awarded to Jane Addams, Chicago 
social worker, and Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, president of Columbia 
University, the consul-general of Nor- 
way announced. 

At a meeting of the Nobel Insti- 
tue at Oslo, Norway, Professor Fred- 
erik Stang, president of the Nobel 
committee of the Norwegian parlia- 
ment, announced each would receive 
one-half of the amount of the prize.

Bank Of Montreal Heads Review Situation At Bank's Annual Meeting 


In the speeches of Sir Charles Gor- 
don, president, and Jackson Dodds, 
joint general manager, at the annual 
meeting of the Bank of Montreal, 
comment was made on the inherent 
strength being exhibited by Canada 
in the face of world depression, espe- 
cially in regard to the banking struc- 
ture of the country. Sir Charles 
while declining to prophesy as to the 
immediate outlook said that taking 
the long view “There is every reason 
to look forward with confidence to 
emerging stronger and more prosper- 
ous than ever from the conditions 
that now prevail,” and Mr, Dodds re- 
marked, “It would be rash indeed to 
speak with assurance of the prospects 
of the coming year, but it is surely 
permissible to say that when interna- 
tional confidence and co-operation are 
restored, and commerce in conse- 
quence improves, Canada will be 
among the first to benefit.” 

Sir Charles Gordon made particular 
reference to the manner in which the 
low price levels have affected farm- 
ing, lumbering, mining, and news- 
print manufacture, remarking in re- 
gard to the latter that there was rea- 
son to believe that a better condition

Seven years of private flying have 
established the Englishwoman as a 
noteworthy air pilot.

Not content with buying several 
hundred beef bulls in Great Britain 
every year for the past two or three 
the Soviet Government is now consid- 
ering the purchase of pure bred stock 
in the United States. Representatives 
of the Amtorg, or Russia's buying or- 
ganization in New York, are now 
making a survey of the pure bred 
beef cattle raising areas of the mid- 
dle western states with a view to pur- 
chasing considerable numbers. It is 
claimed that a tremendous program 
of state cattle ranches is planned, | 
where beef cattle would be raised un- 
der a management similar to the com- 
munity wheat farms.
